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SENIOR  CLASS  HISTORY 

TIME — 8:30  a.  m.  Sept.  3,  1919. 
PLACE— Curwensville  High  School. 

A  squeak.    Two  more  squeaks.    Then  a  terrific  slam  as  the  door  closed  and 
a  solitary  figure  climbed  the  stair  to  the  upper  floor.   Glancing  carefully  about  and 
then  as  carefully  placing  his  cap  on  the  first  hook,  the  boy  entered  the  room  and 
seated  himself.   Thus  was  the  beginning  of  the  Class  of  '23. 
THE  STORY— 

After  due  ceremony  and  distribution  of  books  a  class  numbering  36  students 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Santee  took  possession  of  the  Freshman  Room.  Almost 
at  once  the  class  became  engaged  in  an  intense  study  of  the  pictures  in  their  newly 
acquired  books  and  in  a  discussion' as  to  whether  Latin  or  French  was  the  easier. 

The  history  of  our  early  troubles  may  be  easily  seen  in  this  masterpiece  of 
poetry  suggested  to  us. 

The  Freshman  stood  on  the  burning  deck, 

But  as  far  as  we  could  learn 

He  was  in  perfect  safety — 

He  was  too  green  to  burn. 
A  week  passed  and  a  class  meeting  was  held,  Burt  Knepp  being  elected  Presi- 
dent. It  is  a  curious  fact  but  it  is  recorded  in  the  books  that  whereas  only  36 
were  present,  44  ballots  were  handed  in.  Nevertheless  everybody  was  satisfied 
and  Burt  was  installed  in  office.  A  day  later  there  came  an  announcement  from 
the  President  that  we  should  select  our  class  colors.  Friday  came,  accompanied 
by  a  flock  of  proposals  and  in  a  long  and  exciting  series  of  class  meetings  colors 
were  suggested  and  then  rejected  just  as  quickly.  Another  week  passed  and  still 
the  color  question  waxed  hot  and  furious  but  at  last  came  the  selection,  RED 
AND  BLUE. 

The  class  quickly  adapted  itself  to  High  School  conditions  and  presently  found 
found  that  Algebra  and  Latin  could  be  learned  if  one  studied.  Toward  the  middle 
of  the  term  our  membership  had  decreased  to  27  and  this  body  of  students  com- 
prised the  class  for  almost  three  years. 

1920  rolled  around,  and  seated  for  the  first  time  as  Sophomores,  the  class 
looked  about  and  noticing  a  new  body  of  Freshmen  welcomed  them  with  a  slight 
nod,  as  ii  to  say,    l'ou're  the  greenest  ounch  of  Freshies  I  ever  saw." 

In  student  work  we  were  successful  and  as  Sophomores  elected  Wm.  Kittel- 
berger  President.  Much  of  the  work  of  a  Social  and  other  class  affairs  was  care- 
fully carried  out  by  him.  Toward  the  close  of  the  second  year  we  learned  with 
deep  regret  that  Mr.  Shields,  Principal  of  the  High  School,  was  planning  to  leave 
Curwensville. 

1921  arrived  and  in  September  we  officially  became  upper  classmen.  Two  years 
of  hard  High  School  work  had  taught  us  how  to  study  and  under  the  direction 
of  a  new  faculty  headed  by  Mr.  Norris  we  reached  a  new  high  level  in  Scholastic 
work  .  Our  Junior  year  was  one  of  the  most  pleasant  in  High  School,  both  in 
point  of  school  work  and  as  a  class. 

Lucinda  Clark  was  elected  President  and  in  the  fall  of  1921  two  excellent  so- 
cials were  held  in  the  Moose  Hall.  Towards  the  close  of  the  year  the  Senior  class 
of  1922  was  entertained  at  the  Sphinx  Club,  the  chief  features  of  the  party  being 
rain  and  excellent  things  to  eat. 

In  the  line  of  sports  the  Class  of  '23  had  seven  letter  men  in  the  1922  Foot- 
ball Team.  Considering  that  there  are  only  eleven  men  in  the  class,  it  is  a  good 
record. 

At  last  we  have  become  Seniors.  During  the  long  three  years  a  silent  change 
has  been  taking  place  in  the  class.  No  longer  do  we  have  the  boys  and  girls  of 
our  Freshman  year  but  young  men  and  women  who  shall  have  finished  High 
School  in  a  short  time.  It  has  been  our  ambition  that  we  may  influence  Curwens- 
ville High  in  the  right  way,  knowing  that  in  doing  so  we  are  helping  to  build 
the  Future  United  States. 

It  is  the  writer's  sincere  hope  that  the  class  of  1923  will  be  as  successful  in  after 
life  as  it  has  been  in  High  School.

Try  out  the  following  program  and  see  if  we  can't  have  a  school  spirit  that 
will  be  admired  by  everyone.  Go  to  school  with  the  right  spirit;  take  an  active 
interest  in  studies  and  do  not  get  discouraged  as  the  work  grows  more  and  more 
difficult.  Remember,  do  not  expect  to  have  fun  all  the  time.  Don't  be  a  "crab." 
Be  able  to  enjoy  a  joke,  even  if  it  is  on  you.  Do  we  like  a  sour  face?  No,  indeed. 
"Then  smile,  smile,  smile,  and  keep  right  on  a  smiling."  Show  your  appreciation  for 
the  work  the  teachers  are  trying  to  do,  and  work  with  them,  by  paying  attention 
in  class  and  by  working  hard  on  the  daily  assignments.  Do  not  forget  there  are 
one  hundred  and  thirty-five  different  individuals  among  the  pupils  and  five  among 
the  faculty. 

When  it  comes  to  "bakes"',  etc.,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Athletic  Association 
and  activities  of  similar  nature,  do  not  let  a  selected  few  do  all  the  work,  while  you 
sit  back  and  look  on.  If  you  do  not  want  to  be  conisdered  a  parasite,  pay  your 
class  dues  and  help  along  all  the  activities  in  which  you  have  a  part.  Be  willing 
to  help  in  any  project  which  is  for  the  advantage  of  class  or  school.  We  want 
our  school  to  be  a  success.  Let  us  stick  together  and  always  show  the  spirit  of 
co-operation. 


EQUALIZATION  OF  TAXATION 

Equalization  of  taxation  is  a  great  problem  facing  many  towns  at  this  time. 
As  yet,  no  system  of  property  taxation  has  proved  entirely  satisfactory,  because  of 
the  difficulty  of  assessing  properties  fairly.  In  Curwensville,  for  instance,  all  prop- 
erties are  supposed  to  be  assessed  at  one-third  of  their  actual  cash  value,  and  taxed 
seventy-two  and  five-tenths  mills  on  the  dollar.  This  rate  is  very  high  because  of 
the  low  assessing,  where  if  all  property  would  be  assessed  at  its  selling  value,  the 
rate  of  millage  would  not  be  more  than  one-third  it  is  now.  This  would  do 
no  more  than  lower  the  millage,  the  taxes  paid  would  continue  the  same. 

The  total  assessed  value  of  Curwensville  is  $654,885,  making  the  actual  cash 
value  $1,964,655.  Think  of  it!  Could  the  Borough  of  Curwensville  be  bought,  in- 
cluding its  two  tanneries,  for  two  million  dollars?  This  shows  that  the  town  is  not 
assessed  as  much  as  it  should  be,  and  the  Borough  is  not  getting  the  amount:  of 
taxes  it  should.  This  variation  in  the  assessment  of  property  cannot  be  helped  to 
a  certain  extent.  But  why  is  there  so  much  difference?  The  most  important 
reason  is  that  the  ordinary  working  men  pay  more  than  they  should  pay  of  the 
taxes.  The  large  industries  paying  a  relatively  small  amount.  The  Crescent  Re- 
fractories Co.,  since  it  is  not  in  the  Borough,  does  not  pay  a  cent  of  taxes  into  the 
town,  although  it  derives  great  benefit  from  the  paved  streets;  and  to  a  certain 
extent  pays  taxes  indirectly  through  the  property  taxes  of  its  employees. 

The  two  tanneries,  although  they  are  in  the  Borough,  are  taxed  on  a  very 
low  percentage  of  their  actual  value.  This  is  because  it  has  always  been  the  policy, 
to  assess  such  industries  at  a  very  low  rate,  as  a  sort  of  encouragement  to  com- 
panies wishing  to  locate  factories 

But,  the  Question  is,  why  should  not  all  property  be  assessed  and  taxed  equally? 
This  Borough's  tax  rate,  is  not,  or  at  least  should  not  be,  higher  than  that  of  any 
other  town. 

This  method  of  unequally  assessing  property  is  the  real  cause  of  our  out  of 
date  schools  and  equipment.    It  is  also  one  of  the  principal  reasons  we  do  not  have 
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a  new  High  School  building,  and  why  there  is  scarcely  enough  money  to  run  the 
school  properly. 

We  have  only  to  look  for  example,  at  hundreds  of  towns  this  size  or  smaller, 
building  and  supporting  modern  High  Schools,  to  see  that  it  it  possible  here  also. 

A  certain  New  York  town  of  only  1500  inhabitants,  just  recently,  put  up  a 
modern  $75,000  High  School  building  for  its  forty  pupils  and  four  teachers. 

We  all  think  that  taxes  have  raised  so  much,  without  looking  at  the  other  side 
of  the  question;  that  the  wage-earning  capacity  of  a  man,  has  increased,  relatively 
as  much  or  more. 

Think  over  this  question,  and  think  what  equalization  of  taxation  would  do 
for  Curwensville. 


SCHOOL  UNITS 

The  Seniors  this  year,  realize  now  as  never  before  the  great  need  of  a  new 
High  School  building  and  modern  equipment. 

Curwensville  is  one  of  the  ideal  towns  of  Pennsylvania,  worthy  of  a  school 
building  commensurate  with  its  ideals,  citizenry  and  wealth. 

The  Department  of  Education  for  years  has  been  working  towards  centraliza- 
tion of  schools,  making  school  units,  where  the  equalization  of  education  opportuni- 
ties is  more  apparent,  and  after  considering  the  state  roads  leading  into  and  out 
of  Curwensville,  it  goes  to  show  that  nothing  but  a  new  and  complete  high  school 
building  would  meet  the  needs  and  satisfy  the  ideals  of  Curwensville. 

Within  five  years  three  hundred  pupils  in  the  high  school  would  be  a  low 
estimate  and  that  one  hundred  and  fifty  would  be  a  low  estimate  for  Junior  High  or 
the  seventh  and  eighth  grades.  If  these  estimates  are  correct,  then  we  would 
have  four  hundred  and  fifty  pupils  in  the  new  high  school  building  within  five 
years.  Furthermore,  it  is  more  satisfactory  to  have  the  High  School  and  Junior 
High  in  a  building  alone. 

Education  now  and  in  the  future  must  have  a  more  solid  and  dependable 
support  than  it  had  in  the  past. 

We,  as  Seniors  of  1923,  in  our  parting  message,  urge  upon  every  one  to  take 
an  active  part  in  raising  the  standard  of  education  in  our  dear  old  town.
